r N e w Y o r k , May 
1 6 — Fire which 
started in the Empire Coliseum spread 
to other buildings this morning, burn­ 
ing the district from Avenue A to the 
East river and from Sixty-eight to 
Seventy-fifth. 
Fifty 
families 
are 
homeless and three persons injured. 
The 
loss is half a million 
dollars. 


B o st o n, Mass., May IC.—Shrill cries 
of “Fire!” startled the spectators at 
the league baseball park yesterday 
afternoon, and in a few minutes the 
“bleechers” were a mass of cracking 
flames. 
The fire thus started spread speedily 
east and west and before it had been 
gotten under control ten acres of ter­ 
ritory had been burned over and 600 
families, comprising 4,000 persons, had 
been rendered homeless. 
A peculiar odor pervades the burned 
district and it is feared there has been 
loss of life, but up to midnight no 
bodies had been recovered. 
The third inning of the game had 
been half finished, and Baltimore was 
just going to the bat, when the fire 
was discovered. 
Immediately there 
was a scattering of the 3,500 spec­ 
tators, 
and 
while 
a 
few 
men 
ripped 
up 
seats 
and 
tried 
to 
stamp out the flames, the rest made 
a rush for the gates. A few buck­ 
ets of water would at this stage have 
quenched the fire and prevented the 
disaster which followed, but there was 
no water within reach. 
Almost ad­ 
joining the baseball grounds was a 
populous section devoted to tenements 
and homes of the poorer class and 
many small stores of similar character. 
One of the streets adjoining the 
grounds is Berlin street and this fell 
first victim to the conflagration. 
On 
Berlin street about thirty buildings, 
chiefly small 
structures, wer$ 
de­ 
stroyed, and the fire speedily spread 
to Tremont street, east and west, eat­ 
ing up many more substantial struct­ 
ures. 
Walpole street, which was used as 
an entrance to the ball grounds, shared 
the same fate. 
Calls for assistance 
were sent to neighboring cities and 
fire engines and men were hurried in 
ms quickly as possible. 
Fully 200 of the homeless are camped 
out on Hammond nark, guarding such 
propertj7- as they had saved, while 
others are scattered in various direc­ 
tions, many of them having saved 
nothing but what they could carry in 
their arms. 
Many accidents occurred to firemen 
and incautious persons who ventured 
too near the tottering buildings, and 
the ambulances were kept busy carry­ 
ing the victims to the hospitals. Three 
fire engines were destroyed by falling 
walls asd collisions. 
The scene in and around the burn­ 
ing district was a heartrending one. 
Men, women and children were rush­ 
ing in all directions, carrying bundles 
of clothing, bedding and other house­ 
hold goods. 
The women, as they be­ 
held their property reduced to ashes, 
broke into piteous cries, and on every 
corner could be seen groups of home­ 
less families standing over their re­ 
maining goods. 
Tremont street for 
eight or ten blocks was completely 
blocked with electric cars, fire engines 
and wagons of all kinds, and it was 
impossible to move either way. Groans 
and cries were heard above the din of 
the whistles and the ringing of bells. 
It was a nerve-shaking sight to see 
aged men and women jumping from 
the windows. 
One little baby was 
thrown to the street by its frantic 
mother, but happily was caught by a 
bystander. 
The women of the Buggies Street 
Baptist church early in the evening 
organized a relief committee of IOO to 
scour the burnt district for unfortu­ 
nates. throwing open the spacious 
church edifice to the homeless. 
One 
result of their work was the gathering 
in of fifty to seventy-five babies left 
exposed to the biting night air. 
At a special meeting of the alder­ 
men it was voted to request the trus­ 
tees of the Johnstown flood fund to 
expend the balance on hand, amount­ 
ing to several thousand dollars, for 
the relief of the homeless. 
* After 6 o'clock, thd t me for the 
workshops and business places to close, 
many pathetic scenes were witnessed, 
fathers returning to find their homes 
burned to the ground and no trace of 
their wives and little ones. 
Children 
who had been at work as cash boys 
and girls in the big dry goods and 
other stores, were barred out from the 
streets where they resided, and could 
find no trace of their parents. 
At 5 o'clock the entire block along 
the west side of Tremont street, from 
Walpole to Burke, was a mass of 
flames, which swept across to the op­ 
posite side, and soon engulfed the 
building for four blocks; and by 
o'clock the conflagration had crossed 
Tremont to Cabot street and burned 
Cabot street half way through to War­ 
wick street and 
thence 
north to 
Burke street which was the limit of 
the burned district on the southeast 
Bide of the ball grounds. 
While the firemen were fighting on 
this side the fire was spreading from 
Walpole toward Milford place on the 
southwest side of the ball grounds, 


and in*hdlf an 'Hour all the buildings 
in this block were in ruins. 
The fire 
burned on until it reached Buggies 
street at one point, and consumed the 
houses on both sides of Chapel street 
and laid low the structures on Sudbury 
street 
At Buggies street on the west 
and Cabot street on the southeast the 
fire 
was practically 
stopped 
and 
at 7:30 the fire was under control and 
in no danger of spreading farther. 
It 
is estimated that about IOO buildings 
have been burned. 
The total loss is 
about $1,000,000, with S650,000 insur­ 
ance. 
The Boston baseball club is 
the heaviest loser, about $75,000; in­ 
sured for $45,000. 
The city of Boston 
comes next in the loss of a school 
house, an engine house, and fire ap­ 
paratus.

It favored the seating 
of all the miners and the oper­ 
ators from Ohio, Indiana and West 
Virginia, and all of those from Penn­ 
sylvania who had expressed willing­ 
ness to abide by the decision of the 
conference. 
The report, however, was 
against the seating of the ten Pitts­ 
burg operators who had declared that 
they would not abide by the decision 
of the majority. 
The Indiana oper­ 
ators were admitted on the understand­ 
ing that they would abide by the 
decision of the conference. 
The con­ 
ference was composed after the adop­ 
tion of the report of the committee on 
credentials o f 195 miners and 144 
operators. 
Eighty-two of the opera­ 
tors are from Ohio, fifty-three from 
Pennsylvania, seven from Indiana, as 
a committee for all the operators in 
that state, and two from West Vir­ 
ginia. 
After the adoption of the re­ 
port the conference adjourned until 
this morning, it being announced that 
the operators would hold a caucus in 
the evening.

RESTIVE UNDER DICTATION. 


Brasil Operators Threaten to Clos* th* 
Mines for Two Years. 


B r a z il , Iud., May la —It seems that 
the miners’ strike will not be allevi­ 
ated in this locality, no matter what 
action is made by the convention at 
Cleveland, as the operators here shy 
that they do not belong to the oper­ 
ators' union and will settle with their 
miners personally or not settle at all. 
The local operators say they will close 
their mines down for two years in pre­ 
ference to being dictated to by eastern 
operators.

Baggage Car W as Alive with Dogs, 
and the Trainmen Led a Miserable 
Life—Experiment of the Govern­ 
ment with Reindeer—Colonists To 
Be Taught Stock Raising. 


Sixteen Laplanders on their way to 
Alaska to teach Uncle Sam’s colonists 
how to raise reindeer pissed through 
Janesville last night on the vestibule. 
They were in charge of William Kjell- 
man, a Norwegian 
carpenter about 
thirty-tw o years of age, who has re­ 
sided in Madison for three years. 
W ith the Lapps were twelve dogs, who 
made the baggage car lively, and 
snapped and snarled a t the railroad 
men. 
Kjellinan, through the influence of 
Professor R. B. Anderson of the state 
university, was deputized 
by th e 
United States governm ent to go to 
Lapland, secure five or six families of 
Laplanders and proceed w ith them to 
Port Clarence, Alaska. 
Some fishing 
is done u t this point which is on the 
coast of a peninsula entending into 
Behring strait, but in the interior 
there are no industries, though th e 
land is an ideal place for the breed- 
ing'and raising of reindeer. 
It is to 
cultivate this industry and to teach 
the people of th a t locality the way in 
which to use and develope the rein 
deer the government is sending the 
Laplanders to this region. 
Among the party were Islak L. 
Somley, his wife Berrelauna Somley, 
and some sm all Somleys; Peter Asiak- 
son Bist, Frederick Larsen a fourteen- 
year old lad, who is the scholar of the 
party speaking Finnish and Norwe­ 
gian, in addition to his own language; 
Aslak and M athis A. Fifs, and Mrs 
Kjeste Kemi. w ith her infant, Karen 
Kern!, whom she carried in a portable 
cradle lined w ith furs. 
It was a very 
hot and stuffy looking contrivance 
and was carried strapped on the m oth­ 
er's back, as Indian squaws carry 
their papooses. 
Children made up the 
rest of the im m igrant party. 
The Lapps on their arrival in Madi­ 
son were taken from the train to a 
hotel where they 
were quartered. 
They all occupied one room aud slept 
on their furs, the beds having been 
removed. 
It i6 said th at tw o of the 
younger members of the party will be 
united in m arriage in Madison some 
time this week.

1830 
When a boy of sixteen in 1846 he came 
to Albany, Green county, Wis.

assisted in building the second house 
in Albany. 
He was one of the fore 
most in bringing the railroad there 
Hr. Pond first erected a frame block 
which was destroyed by fire and was 
replaced by a handsome brick struct 
ure. 
He donated 
the ground and 
lelped build the first church in Al 
>any and assisted in organizing the 
first Sunday school. 
He was a lea I 
ing spirit in organizing the first Odd 
Fellows’ lodge in th a t place. 
He 
fitted up a lodge room and by his own 
personal efforts kept it up for some 
time. 
In 1854 at Newark, New York, he 
was married to Miss Elizabeth Mc­ 
Neil.. who w ith five children survives 
him. 
A fter their m arriage they came 
back to Albany, where they remained 
until 1874, when they came to this 
city, where they have since 
made 
their home. 
Mr. Pond’s chief aim was to make 
his family happy, but in m aking them 
happy he was not blind to the suffer­ 
ings of those about him, aud many 
can and have given testimony to deeds 
of kindness and generosity. 
He be­ 
lieved in the scriptural injunction “ let 
not thy left hand know w hat thy right 
hand doeth,” but many will bless his 
name for the good deeds he has done. 
His family have lost a kind husband 
and father, and the sorrow in their 
homes is genuine and' heartfelt.
